8. Seven other Drums and two Fifes with Scarfs. 

9. The rwo City Marſhals riding on Horſeback, and fix Perſons at- 
tending, with Scarts and Colours of rhe Companies. 

10, Foot Marſhal and fix Attendants with like Scarfs, &c. 

11. 'The Maſter of Defence and his Retinue in like Scarts, &c. 

x2, Several Penſioners in Gowns and Caps, bearing Standarts ahd 

13. Other Penſioners in Gowns and Caps, carrying each a Javelin in 
one Hand, and Target in the other, having the Arms of the Company's 
Founders and Benefactors. 


All theſe Rank*d by the Foot-Marſhal, marching Two by Two, the 
Company's Enſigns leading; the Penſioners, four Drums, and one Fife, 
and four more Drums and Fifes bring upthe Rear of this Diviſion. After 
them the Penſioners with Standarts ; four Trumpets, the-Supporters. and 
Creſt of the Company, fix Gentlemen Uſhers, rhen the Budge Batchel 
concluding the Second Divifion.: 'Six Frumpetrs, 'two Gentlemen; one 
ing the City's, the other the Company's Arms.

Uſhers, and next.the Foyn Batchelors make /the Fhird Dwiton. Two 
Gentlemen Uſhers bearing Banners, two more Gentlemen Uſhers, and 
then the Livery.

Then the Gentlemen and Conrt of 
Aſſiſtants, &c. Four Drums,. {xx Trumpets, two Gentlemen bearing Bat 
ners, four Gentlemen and four Pages, and then the Wardens bring up the

In this Order they march froms Go/dfſanrhs Hall, attending His Lordſhip, 
who joins the old Lord Mayor at Queen-ſtreet end, where the whole Com- 
pany move through Cheap-ſide to Three-Crane-Wharf, where the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen, Livery, and part of the Gentlemen Uſhers take their

Barge for Weſtminſter, whither his Lordſhip is attended, with the ſeveral

Large Fabrick, delign'd after the Corinthian Order, elevated with 
four Marble Columns fluited with Gold, and twiſted round with 
Lawrels of Flowers. Above the Etableture of Gold and Silver are erected 
four Noble Golden Cups, being part of the Bearing of the Company's 
Arms. In the middle of. all this Noble Building, on a Quadrangular Seat, 
fits UNION 1n Chief; with a Chaplet of Flowers on a Golden Head- 
om and a Lawrel of Oak, ſignifying Love and Wiſdom. The Arttri- 
utes or Graces attending on UNION, are three other Perſons richly 
habited with their proper Ornaments, being Percy, Harmony, and Dili- 
gence, with the Enſigns and Banners of the Company's Arms.
